I hare my- 
self, though it was only as a plasterer; 
but that man over there, as looks so 
tidy nnd clean, he kep' a good 'ouse 
over his head one time. Lost his all, 
he did, when some bank'or another 
went and broko, and Is'poseho'" never 
had no chance, or else no heart to take 
at, ever SIUCP; but ho does better than 
most, becos' he's a steady, civil man, 
and gets employ to put up the shutters 
at shops, and when they wants an extra 
hand at tho theater, and Mbat not. I 
shouldn't wonder if he made—ah, as 
much as eighteen bob or a suflrin' some 
^eeUs. But yon mu'.t excuse me, sir, 
and thanki o. 'JUiue's up, and I must 
get L)otv,rpn the shutters agin.

THE POOR OF 
NAPLES. 


"Is T.ifo to Thrm~ Worth the llvliig?" 


Evi'n In Sunny Southern Italy. 


Iii single rooms on tho ground floors 


or in the cellars whole families live to- 
gether 'with donkeys, goats, chickens 
and pigs. They are so poor they can 
not pay for better quarters. It is not 
a depraved taste which makes them 
crowd in Ihese dark and dirty holes, 
and keep their little ones in the gutter; 
it is only need. The Neapolitans are 
not brutoa. 
They like music, bright 


colors and light. 


How can they pay high rents when 


the best wages are scarcely a franc a 
day? There is no city in Italy where 
wages are so low as. in Naples. The 
'best skilled 
workmen—tho tailora, 


Ihe shoemakers, type setters, job print- 
ers, masons and carpenters—even in 
the busiest seasons, scarcely get thirty 
cents a day, while the second-rate 
workingmen must get along with ten 
cents a day or less. 


It is, therefore, impossible for a Nea- 


politan to pay more than one dollar a 
month for his rent. The condition of 
the women is simply dreadful. A poor 
mother is obliged to get work outside 
of her home for her bread and for that 
of her children. Hat-makers, dress- 
makers and flower girls> make only three 
or four dollars a month. The great 
majority of the women are obliged to 
go out to service as domestics. A ser- 
vant girl gels ton francs a month, with- 
out any dinner. Some of them have 
two rn three houses in which to do 
huu-i".vork for one dollar at each house 
every month. 
They are constantly 


running from one house to another, 
and scolded and threatened In each 
place they go. Many of these miser- 
able creatures have childien to nurse 
when tboy go home at night, a baby, 
perhaps, that has been left the whole 
day in the arms of a little sister. The 
poor mother, going home without suf- 
ficient food and half-exhausted, has to 
nnrse the little one, and at thirty yeara 
of age looks as old as if she had suf- 
ferea the wear of sixty winters. 


Children in Naples are considered a 


sort of burden or hindrance. When 
tho boss takes a boy to work, merely to 
pay him his daily bread, a mother is 
happy, and when a girl makes five 
cents a week by hard daily work, the 
work of a regular servant girl, the 
mother H equally delighted —Galig-

Tne Great "Deep Snow." 


In time of a very revere storm such as De- 


catur bas had this week, though the fall of the 
fleecy was comparatively light, -'old timers,'" 
tboeo citizens whose memories run back 
beyond the 80's, love to tell what they know 
about the storm that wo* a »torm. They tell 
It over and over again with many variations, 
but they all stick to the text as nearly as pos- 
sible for the "oldest Inhabitant*' who is accus- 
tomed to spinning yarns to amaze the late 
comer*. It Is written and told that the wlnier 
of 1830-31 lg known among ihe pioneer settlers 
of Illinois aa the time of "the deep snow." 
Up to that time t Is elalmtd that ibe climate 
of the central part of the state was so mild 
that cotton was a Rood crop—In fact, that Illi- 
nois was as Rood a cotton state as Georgia. 
About Christmas, 1830, the rain which was fall- 
Ing turned to snow, which continued to fall 
until It lay at least three feet on a level all 
over the state. The rain fell and a bard crust 
formed on top of the snow. For nearly three 
years afterward the thermometer did not rlf e 
bigherthan twelve degrees below zero It was 
useless to attempt to break roads, and tbo 
best plan was to follow as near y as possible 
the same track and beat It down solid. The 
roads thus became firm, while on the sides ifce 
snow would melt more rapidly, leaving the 
road high above the surrounding level. When 
most of the snow on ihe pralrlts had melted, 
these roads remained and looked like sliver 
threads, stretching as far as the eye could fol- 
low. The storm came so unexpectedly that 
most of the torn was still In the field, and 
there was a scant supply for the stock, and 
many animals died. 
Many mem who were 


caught by the storm lost their lives. Every 
thing upon which wild pamo was accustomed 
to feed was covered up and the result was 
almost extermination The deer which up to 
that time had been plentiful, suffered sreatly, 
and were easily killed by tho hunters 
T> e 


Indians who occupied the state had a trad [lion 
of a previous deep snow about the year 1800, 
which rivaled the fall of 1830-81.

Besides this, she ifoos the trick of put- 
ting small articles m the folds of her 
shawl or dres^. A detective suspecting 
a woman of .shoplifting in a shoe-store 
on Sixth avenue arrested hor after she 
had left the place und took her back. 
The store-keeper s:iid that he did not 
have any reason to suspect the prisoner. 
The detective insisted upon her being 
searched by the store-keeper's wife. A 
pair of shoes wens found hanging to a 
hook attached to tho woman's garter. 


With some women shoplifting is a 


mania. Although comfortably oil' they 
will steal as often as they get an op- 
portunity. The store-keepers do not 
arrest women of this class, bccnnso 
they have ways of recovering the value 
of tho stolen articles. The husband is 
made aware of tho facts in the cat>o, 
and lie always makes good the loss. 


Tho most pitiful oases urc those m 


which tho woman, otherwise respecta- 
ble, is caught in her first attempt. She 
can not tell why she was guilty of her 
crime; all that she can say is that 
she was tempted, and in a moment of 
weakness committed the act.

these women aro arraigned in court for 
trial thcv arc overcome with shame. 
This feeling of disgrace at being pub- 
licly arraigned as "thieves is so intense 
that the court, appreciat'ng tho fact, 
generally lets them off wi^tii a day or 
two's imprisonment.
